There was one Paſſage , 
remember, that put the Pilate almoſt to his Wits 
end. Ay, What was that I pray? 4d. The night 
was not very Dark,and one of the Mariners was gotten 


into the Skuttle, (1 think that 15 the name on't)at 


the Main-maſt-Top , to fee if he could Make any 
Land : there drew near him a certain Ball of Fire; 
which is the worſt Sign in the World at Sea, if it

The impious Confidence of theſe Wretches, and the 
Patience of Allmighty God, are both of them ad- 
mirable. Og. Upon the North ſide, there is a certain 
Gate ( I do not mean of the Church) bur of ie 
Wall that encloſes the Church-yard; it ><: a very 
very little Door, like the Weket that you ſeen ſome 
freat Gates of Noblemens Houſes. A man muſt ven- 


ture the breaking of his Shins, and ſtoop too, or 


there*s no getting in. Me, An Encmy would be hard 
put to*t to enter a Town at fuch a Paſſage, Op, So 
2 man would think; and yet the Verger told me for 
certain, that a Knight a Horſeback, with an Enemy 
at his heels, made his Eſcape thorough this Door , 
and fay?d himſelf; when he was at the laſt pinch, he 
bethought himſelf -of a ſodain , and recommended 
hi -ſelf to the Bleſſed V7rgin, there at hand,reſolving 
to take Sanctuary at her Altar, 1f he could come at 
it: when, all in. an inſtant ( a thing almoſt incredi- 
ble) he aud his Horſe were convey*d ſafe into the 
Church-yard , and his Adverſary ſtark mad on the 
other ſide for his diſappointment. Me. And did you 
really believe what he told you ? Og. Beyond all 
difpute. Me. One would hardly have expected it 
from a man of your Philoſophy. Og. Nay, which 
is more, he ſhew?d me the very Imaye of this Knight 
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n a Copper Plate that was nail'd to the Door, in 
the very Cloaths that were then in faihion, and are 
to be ſeen yet in ſeveral old Engliſh Pictures: which 
if they be right drawn, the Barbers and Clothiers in 
thoſe days had but an Il] time on*'t. Ade. How lo 7 
Og. He had perfectly the Beard of a Goat, and not 
one Wrinkle in his Doublct and Hoſe,, but rhey were 
made ſo ſtrait, as if he had been rather ſtitcht up in 
them, then they cut out for him. In another Plate 
there was an exact Deſcription of the Chappel, the 
Figure and the Size of it, Me.Sothat now there was no 
' further doubt to be made upon the Matter. Os. Un- 
der this little Gate, there's an iron/Grate, that was 
made only for one to paſs a foot; for it would not 
have been decent that any Horie ſhould afterward 
trample upon the Ground that the former Horiſmen 
had conſecrated to the Virgin. Me. You have Rea- 
ſon, Og. Eaftward from hence, there's another Ciap- 
pel, full of Wonders, to the degree of Prodigics. 
Thither I went, and another Officer receiv'd me. 
When we had Pray'd a little, he ſhews me the middle 
Joint of a Mans Finger. Firſt I kiſt it, and thenT 
askt to whom that Relique formerly belong*d : he 
told me to St. Peter. What, faid I, the Apoftle ? he told 
me yes.

Juſt as proper as 
Oyl would be to quench a Fire. Og. You muſt con- 
ſider my Fricnd, this is a Miracle, Now it would be 
no Miracle for Water to quench Thirſt. Me, That 


ſhift goes a great way in the Story, Op. It was po- 


fitively affirn'd that this Spring burlt out 1n an inſtant, 
3t the command of the Holy Virgin, Upon a ſtrict 
Obſervation of every thing I ſaw, I askt the Officer 


how many years it might be ſince that little houſe 


was brought thither, He told me that it had been 
there for ſome ages; and yet (laid I) methinks 
the Walls do not ſeem to be of that Antiquity; and 
he did not much deny 1t.

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Hat part of England that looks toward France

Ruſt of this Weapon, tor the Martyrs ſake. From 
hence, we paſt down into a Vault under ground , 
which had its Officers too. They ſhew?d us firſt the 
Martyrs Skull, as it was bor*d through; the Top of 
it we could come at with our Lips., but the reſt 
was cover*d with Silver.

Og. I do confeſs it; and I do aſlure you 1 askt the 
Saint forgiveneſs for*t - before I went out of the 
Church.

Good God ! What a Pomp of rich Veſtments ? 
What a Proviſion of golden Candleſticks did we ite 
there ? and there was St. Thomas's Crook ; 1t lookt juſt. 
wy lixe 
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like a Reed cover?d over with a Silver Plate; it had 
neither Weight nor Art, and about ſome three foot 
and half high. Me. Was there never a Croſs? Op. 
Not that] ſaw. There wasa ſilk Gown, but it was 
courſe and plain, without either Pearl , or Embro- 
dery ; and there was a Handkerchief of the Saints, 
which was ſtill ſweaty and blondy. Theſe Monu- 
ments:of antient Thrift we kiſs*d moſt willingly. 
M-. But do they ſhew theſe Rarities to every body ? 
Og. Oh bleſs me ! no ſuch matter I warrant ye. Me. 
How came you then to have ſuch credit with them? 
Oz. I had ſome acquaintance, let me tell ye, with 
Archbiſhop I arren ; and pals'd under his recommen- 
dation.

The 
other agreed to't. Now (ſays he again ) if this

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Holy man was ſo charitable when he was Poor, and 
wanted for his own Neceſſities himſelf ; 1 cannot bur 
think now he is Rich, and wants nothing,that he would 


take it well if ſome poor Woman, with Children 
ready to Starve, or in danger to proſtitute them- 


ſelves for Bread; or with a Husband, Agonizing,and 


void of all Comfort; if fuch a miſerable Woman, [ 
lay, ſhould ask him leave to make bold with fome 
{mall proportion of his vaſt Treaſure, for the Re- 
lief of her wretched Family. The Aſſiſtant of the 
Golden head making no Reply; I am fully perſua- 
ded ſays Gratian ( as he 1s ſodain ) that the Good 
man would be glad at's heart / tho? in the other 
World ) that the Poor in this ſhould be ft1!1 the 
better for him. The Officer,upon this,tell to frowning, 
powting, and looking at us as if he would have caten 
us: and I am confkdent, if it had not been for the 
Archbiſhops Recommendation, we had been railPd ar, 
{pit upon, and thrown out of the Church : buc I did 
however what I could,to pacifie the man;we told him 
Gratian was a Drol], and all this was but his way of 
fooling. So that with good words, and a little Sil- 


ver, I made up the quarrel, Ae, I cannot but ex-. 


ceedingly approve of your Piety,and yet when I con- 
{ider the infinite Expence upon Building, Beaurity- 
ing, and Enriching of Churches, I cannot in cold 
thoughts but condemn the unmeaſurable exceſs. Nor 
but that I would have magnificent Temples ; 2nd 
{uch Veſtments, and Veſſels, as may fuppart the

Toſe people tha t Rob Churches initead of build- 
ing them : anc | De de, the large Donatives come 
ti om "- and gre ar Perſons, and the Mony would 
be worſe cinpioyed either upon Gaming or War. 
And morcover, to take any thing away 7 from the 
Church, 15 acc -ounted Sacrilege, It is a diſcourage- 
ment to the Charity of thoſe that are 1inclin*d to 
zive 3 and atter all, 1t 1s a Temptation to Rapine. 
Now the Charch-men are rather Guardians of theſe 
Treaſnes, than Maſters ; and it is much a better 
fight, a Church that 15 £ -loriou! ly Endow?d and Beau- 
rity*d, than a Charch that | is ſordid, beggarly, na- 
ked, and likcr io a Stable, than a 'Temple; Me. 
And yet we read of Biſhops of old, that were com- 
mended for ſc!lng thetx Plate, to relieve the Poor.

Me. What 1s't youſay ! Og. The baleſt part of it 
was Gold ; every thing ſparkled, and flan”ed, with 
vaſt and ineſtimable Gems; ſome of them as biz, 
or bigger than a Gooſe Egg There ſtood abont with 
great Veneration , ſome of the Monks : upon the 
taking off the Cover, we all worſhipt; the Pry, 
with a white Wand, toucht every Stone, one by one, 
telling us the name of it, the Price, and the Pene- 
factor.

But we had Light enough 
brought us to ſee the Wealth of the richeſt Empire. 
Ae. Is it beyond that of the Parathaliſſizn Virgin £ 
Og. Very much in appearance, but for what's con- 
cealPd ſhe her ſelf knows beſt. And take this along 
with ye, that theſe precious things are only ſhew?d 
to perions of eminent quality, and te particular 
friends. In the end.we were conducted back to the 
Veltry, waere was a Box with a black Leather Co- 
ver upon it, Tivs Box was fet upon a Table, and 
upon the opening of 1t they ali tell down upon their 
knees,and worſhipt, Mz.

poſes. Upon this, my friend Gratiay forfeited his 
credit once more; for the gentle Pr:or offering him 
one of theſe Rags for a Preſent, as the higheſt obli- 
gation he could lay upon him,he only rook it {queam- 
1hly betwixt his Finger and his Thumb, and with a 
wry Mouth laid it down again; (a trick that he had 
£0r, when he would expreſs his contempt of any 
thing.) This rudeneſs made me both aſham*d and

What thould he 
do, but lament his misfortue? Me. Had they any 
Authority tor what they did? Og. The {ame Com- 
nition that au Innkeeper has to rob his Guz1t5, or 
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a Highwayman to take a Purſe, Mz-. * Tis a ſtranze 
Conhdence to do ſuch a Villany before ſo many Wir- 
neſſes. Og. They are lo ugd tor, that they think 
they doywell in't > There were divers in the great 
Ship that lookt on, and ſeveral Eagliſh Merchants in 
the Boat that grumbled at it, but to no purpoſe ; 
they take a pride in't,as if it were the outwitting of 2 
Man, and made their boaſts that they had catch'd the 
French man in his Roguery, Me. 1 would, without 
any more to do, hang up theſe Coaſt thieves, and 
maxe ſport with them at the very Galiows. Oz. 
Nay they are both Shores alike ; and hence we ma; 
gather, if the little thieves be thus bold, what will 
not the great ones do ? andit holds netwizt Maſters 
and Servants. So that I am refoly*d for the future 
rather to go five hundred Leagues about than to take 
the advantage of this accurſed Compendium. N27, in 
ſome reſpects this paſſage is worfe than that to He!l 
it ſelf ; for there the deſcent is eaſie, tho? there is 
no getting out again; ant here *tis bad at one end, 
and yet worſe at tother. There were at that time 
{ome Antwerp Merchants at London, and {o 1 pro- 
pounded to take my paſſage with them. Me. Are 
the Skippers of that Country then any. better than 
their fellows? Og. Ar Ape will be always an Abe, 
and a Skipper a Skipper z but yet compar'd to thote 
that live. upon the Catch, theſe men are Anze!s. 
Ae:. I ſhall remember this if ever it comes in my 
head to go for Exglard; but I have led you out of 
your way. Og. Very good. In our Journy to Lox- 
don, not far from Canterbury, theres a narrow ho!- 
low, ſteep way, and a great bank on each {ide, {© 
that there's no {Caping or avoiding; upon the lefthand 
of that way,there Iltands a little Cottage or Recepracle 
tor Mengicants. Upon the noile of any Horſemen, 
comes an old man out into the way. He frit ſprinkles 
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you with Holy Water ,and then offers you the upper 
Leather of a Shooe with a Braſs Ring to't; and in 
it, a Glaſs, as if, it were fome Gem : + this you are 
ro kiſs, and give the poor fellow ſome {inall piece 
of Mony. Me. 'I had rather meet a company of old 
Beggars in ſach a way, than a Troop of luſty Rogues 
vpoa the Pad. Og. Gratian rode upon my left hand, 
next to this Cottage, where he had his ſhare of Holy 
Water, and hore it well enough ; but upon precſen- 
ting him the Shooe, he askt the manner of 1t, This, 
{ays the poor man, is the Shooe of Se. Thomas, Gra- 
t;24 was in cholor upor't, and turning to me, What 
a Devil, ſaid he, would theſe Brutes have 2 If we ſuh- 
mit to kiſs their Shooes , by the ſame reaſon we may be 
brounht in time to kiſs their Arſes too, IT pitied the 
poor Wretch, and gave him a {mall Charity to com- 
tort him. Me. In my opinion Grat:iax was not an- 
zry without a cauſe ; I ſhould not diſlike the 
preſerving old Shooes , and Garments, as an 1n- 
itance of the Moderation of our Fore-tathers, but I 
Ti abſolutely againſt the forcing of people to kiſs 
em. He that is ſo zealous as to do 1t upon that ac- 


count may be left to his liberty. Og. Not to diſſemble 


the matter I think it were better ler alone, than done ; 
but in caſe of what cannot be mended on a ſodain, 
tis my cultomto make the beſt owt. How much I have 
been plead with this Contemplation, that a good 
man 1s like a ſheep,and a wicked hike a harmful Crea- 
The Viper, tho? it cannot bite when *tis 
dead, yet the very corruption, and the ſmell of 1t 
:s miſchievous ; whereas a Sheep, while it Iives,teeds 
"Ss with its Milk; cloaths us with 1ts Wooll ; and 
24ttens Our ground with its yery Ordure;and when tis 
dad, 1t ſerves us ſtill with Mutton and with Lea- 
ther. In like manaer, men that are furious, and given 
fo Lie Lalts, willle they live, they are troubleloine 
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to all, and when they are dead ,, what with the noiſe 
of Bells, and the pomp of their F unerals, they are 
ſtill a Vexation to the Living , and ſometimes # ro 
their Succeſſors, by caufing new Exactions ; but 
the good man makes himſelf Profitable in all re- 
ſpects to the whole World. As this Saint by his 
Preſident, his Learning, and his good Conniel,iny! 
ted all men to Piety; he comtorted tne [rjend le Ss. -

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After this Paſſage, he returns to the point of 74con- 
rtinence, which he had alio repeated before, only leq- 
ving out the Charge of Contention : But the Body. 
ſays he, is not for Fornication, but for the Lord, an4 
the Lord is for the Body. But This may be faly'd 
too, becauſe a little before in the Catalogue of Sins, 
there was mention made of [dolatry. Be not deceived ;, 
neither Fornicators, Idolaters, nor Adulterers;, and then 
the Pating of things offer*d to 1dols, is a ſpice of 
Idvlatry. Wherefore he follows it with this expref- 
hon, Meat is for the Belly, and the Belly for Meats. 
Intimating, that in caſe of Neceſlity, and for a Sea- 
ſon, a man may Eat any thing, as far as Charity will 
permit; bat that uncleanneſs, is in all perſonsz.and 
at all times, to be deteſted, Ir is matter of Ne- 
ceſlity, that we Eat : But that Neceſlity ſhall be ta- 
ken away at the laſt day. If we be lultful, it is vo- 
lintary and malicious. There IS yer another {cruple 
Thick” [ cannot either diſſolve, or reconcile to that 
paſſage : but I will not be brought under the Power of 
any: For he ſays, that he has the Power of all things, 
and yet he will net be brought under any ones Power. 
If he may be faid to be in another mans Power, ahat 
abſteins for fear of offending; it is no more then 
what in the ninth Chapter he {peaks of himſfelt : 
For tho? I befree from all men yet have 1 made my /e f 
Servant wnto all, that I might gain the more, St. Am- 
baſe ſtumbling, as [ ſuppole, at this {cruple, rakes 
this to be the Genuine ſenſe of the Apoitle, tor the 
better underſtanding of him in another Place, where 
he claims to himtelt the Power of doing as the reſt 
of the Apoſtles, { either true or falie ) the liberty 
of recetving Maintenance from thole to whom he 
Preached the Goſpel. Bur yet he forbore thus, tho? 
he might have done 1t, as a thing expedient among 
the Corinthians, whom be charg'd with 1a many, and

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ſo Enormous Iniquities. And moreover , he that 
receives is 10 ſome degree in the Power of him that 
+HAE gives; and ſuffers ſome kind of Abatement in his 
Wt Authority : For he that takes, cannot fo freely re- 
| prove his BenefaCctor ; and he that gives, will not 
ealily take a reprehenſion from him that he has 
oblig'd. Therefore did S:.Pau! abſtein from many 
things that were Lawfull, for the Credit of his A4po- 
ftalieal Liberty, which he choſe rather to ſupport at 
the height, that he might maintein the Dignity of 
his Commiſſion, for the Reprehenſion of their Sing. 
This Explication of St, Ambreſe, I am well enough 
pleas?'d with : and yet if any body had rather ap- 
ply this paſſage to Meats, Sz. Pauls ſaying, but I 
will ngg be brought under the Power of any, may in my 
opinion , bear this Explanation. Although I may 
ſome time abſtein from Meats ofter'd to Idols , 
or forbidden by the Moſaice! Law, out of a Ten- 
derneſs to the ſcruples of a weak Brother ; my mind 
is never the leſs Free : Well knowing that Neceſli- 
ty makes all Meats Lawful. But there were ſome ' 
falſe Apoſtles, that would perſuade, the World that 
ſomg Meats were in themſelves impure ; and that 
not only upon Occaſion, but in all Extremities,they 
were to be forborn, as Adultery, or Murther. Now 
_ thoſe that were thus miſled, fell from their Goſpel= | 
Liberty under a foreign Power. Only Theophilati,as I | 
remember, has an Opinion by himſelf, It is Law» | 
ful, fays he, to Eat of all Meats, but it 1s not ex* | 
pedient to eat to Exceſs; for from Luxury comes | | 
Luſt. There's no Impiety now in this ſenſe, butk | 
take it to be ford, I have now ſhew'd you my | 
ſcruples, and it will become your Charity to ſet me | 
at Eaſe. Ez. Your Diiſcourle 1s certainly an{wera- | 
ble ro your Name. And the Queſtions you have pro- 


pounded, cannot be better reloly'd , then by your 
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ſelf : For your manner of Doubting has put me 
out of all doubr. Altho? Sz. Paul, propoſing to do 
many things together, paſlles fo often from one thing 
to another, repeating what he had intermitted,and 
going over with the ſame thing again, in the ſame 
Epiſtle, that it is a hard matter to diſintangle it, 
Chryſoglotrnes, -If I were not afraid of talking ye out 
of your Dinners; and if I did not make a Conſci- 
ence of mingling things profane, with ſacred, there 
is ſomething that I would venture to propound to 
you : I read it this day with fingular delight. 
Ex. Whatſoever is pious, and conducing to good 
Manners, ſhoyld not be called profane, The firſt 
place muſt be granted to the Authority of the Holy 
Scriptures; and yet, after That, I find among the 
Ancients, nay the Ethnigues, and, which is yet more, 
among the Poets, certain Precepts, and Sentences, 
{o clean, ſo ſincere, ſo divine, that I cannot per- 
| ſwade my ſelf but they wrote them by Holy Inſpi- 

ration. And perhaps the Spirit of Chriſt diffuſes 
it ſelf further then we Imagine. There are more 
Saints then we find in our Catalogue, To confeſs 
iny ſelf nowamong myFriends, I cannot read Telly, 
Of old Age ; of Friendſþip; bis Offices z, or his Tuſcu- 
lane Dueftions, without kiſſing the Book; without a 
veneration for the Soul of that Divine Heathen ;, and 
then on the contrary, when I read ſome of our Mo- 
dern Anthors, their Polutigues, Oeconomics , and E- 
thiques ; Good God! how Jejune, and Cold they 
are? And ſo inſenſtble, compar?d with theother, 
that I had rather loſe all Scaus, and twenty more 
ſuch as he, then oxe Cicero, or Plutarch. Not that 
I am wholly againſt them neither ; but from the 
reading of the One, I find my ſelf to become Ho- 
neſter, and Better; 'whereas I riſe from the other 
extremely dull, and indifferent in the point of Vir-

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te; but moſt violently bent-upon Cavil, and Con- 
tention, Wherefore never fear to make your Pro- 
potlirzon, whatever It 1s. Ch, Tho? all Twly's Phi- 
k:fophy carries upon it the ſtamp of ſomething that 
1s Divine, yet that Treatiſe of O!d Age, which in 
ms Old Age he wrote ; that Piece, I fay, do 1 
look upon, according to the Greek Proverb, to be the 
Song of the dying Swan. | read it this day; and 
thele words | remember in it, that plcas'd me above 
thereſt. Should God now put it into my Power to be- 
gin my life again from my wery Cradle, and once more 
t2 run the courſe over of the years I "ns lid, TI ſhould 
rot pou any Terms agree to't. For what's the Benefit 
of Life; or rather, bow preat 1s the Pain * Or if there 
were none of this, there would be yet undoubtedly in it 
Sztiety, and Trouble. There are many ( I know )-and 
Learned men, that have taken up the humour of deplo- 
ring their paſt Lives. This is a thing which I can ne- 
wer conſent to ; or to be troubled that my Life is "ſpent, 
becauſe I bave fo liv'd as to riwads my ſelf that I 

was mt born in 92in, And wheu ] leave this Body, 
"ti bat as an Inn, nat as a placeof Abode, For Na- 
ture bas given us our Bodies only to Loage in, not to 


dwell in. Oh! How glorious will That 5 be, when I 


fall leave the Rabble, and the Traſh of this World b-- 


bins ms, to join in Counſel , and Society with thoſe Tl- 
Prritrious Spirits that are gon? before. Thus far Cato, 
What could a Chriſtian have ſaid more ? TheDi- 
alog Tin OL this Axed Pagan . with the Touth of his 
times, will riſe up in Judgment againſt many of 
owr A916, with their Holy Virgins. Bw. It will be 
o2j*'tcd, tha it this Co! "Hos of Tully's was but a 
Fi-t1on. Ob. *F1s a!l one to me, whether the ho- 
L.OUr DC Catye, for the ſenſe and expreſſion of this 
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Rape, or Cicrro's, for the Divinity. of the Con- 
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tm otatzon, 4:4 the Excellen: y 0; repreſenting his 
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thoughts in words anſwerable to the Matter. Tho? 
Pm apt to thitik, that” although theſe very {ylla- 
bles were not Cato's, yet that his familiar Conver- 
ſations were not far from this purpoſe. Neither 
had Twly the Confidence to draw a Caro fairer then 
he was; eſpecially in a time , when his Character 
was yet freſh in the memories of ail men. Beſide 
that ſuch an Unlikenels in a Dzalogee, would have 
been a great i»decoram, and enough to have blaſted 
the Credit of the Diſcourſe. 7h, That whichyou” 
ſay, 1s very likely ; but let me tell you what came in- 
to my head upon your Recital, I have often wone 
der*d with my ſelf, conſidering that long Life is the 
Wiſh, and Death the Terrour of all Mortals, that 
there 1s ſcarce any man ſo happy (I do not ſpeak 
of Old , but of middle-ag*d-men ) but if it ſhould 
be offer'd him to be young again, if he would; up- 
on Condition of running the ſame fortune over 
again of Good and Ill, he would make the ſame An- 
{wer that Cato did : eipectally pailing a true reile- 
ction upon the mixture of his paſt Life. For the 
remembrance, even of the plcatanteſt part of 1t, is 
commonly attended with ſhame and ſting of Con- 
{icience; inſomuch , that the Memory of paſt de- 
lights, 1s more painful to us, then that of paſt mil- 
fortunes. Wherefore it was witely done of the 
Antient Poets, in the Fable of Leth-, to maxe the 
Dead drink the Water of Forgetfi«/ueſ5, before their 
Souls were affected with any delire of the Bodies 
they had left behind *em, TU. It is a thing that I 
my ſelf have oblerv*d in ſome Caſes, and well wor- 
thy of our Admiration.But That in Cato,which takes 
me the molt, is his Declaration, that he 4:4 nor repert 
himſelf of bis paſt Life. Where's the Chriſtian that 
lives to his Age,and can ſay as much ? ?Tisa com- 
mon thing for men that have {crap*d Eſtates toge-

That we ſhould fo live, and 
Watch, as if we were preſently to Die; and fo 
apply our ſelves to honeſt things, as if we were to 
live for ever. Now who can hear theſe words of 
Cato, Oh that glorious Day ! without thinking of 
St. PauPs, I defire to be diſſolved, and to be with Chyi(t 2 
Ch. How happy are they that wait for Death in 
ſach a ſtate of mind ? But yet in Cato's ſpeech, 

tho? it be great, there is more boldneſs , and ar+ 
rogance in it methinks, then would become a Chri- 
ſtian. No certainly, never any Etbnigue came near- 
er up to us, then Socrates to Cr:to , before he took 
his Poyſon, Whether I ſhall be approved, or not, in the 
figbt of God, T cannot tell bat this T am certain of, 
that T have moſt affectionately endeavaur*d to pleaſe him, 
And I am in good hope that he will accept the Will for 
the Deed, This great mans difhdence in himſelf, 
was yet ſo comforted by the Conſcience of Pions 
Inclinations, and an abſolute reſignation of himſeIf 
to the Divine Will, that he deliver*d up himſelf, 
in a dependence upon Gods Mercy and Goodneſs , 
even for the Honeſty of his Intentions. Neph. Whar 
a wonderful Elevation of Mind was this in a man 
that only Acted by the light of Nature! I can hard- 
ly read the Story of this Worthy without 2 S2nde 
Socrates Ora pro nobis, Saint SOCTAtesS pray for vs. 
and I have as much adoe ſome time, to keep my felt 


from wiſhing well to the Souls of Vrrgul and Hor zce. 


But how diſtracted and fearful have I ſeen many 
briftians upon the laſt Extreamity ! Some put their 


Truſt in things not to be Confided in; others breath 
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out their Souls in deſperation; either out of a Con- 
ſcience of their lewd Lives , or ſome ſcruples per- 
haps injected into their thoughts, by medling, with 
indiſcreet men, at their dying hours. Ch. And *tis 
no wonder to find thole diforder'd at their Deaths, 
who have ſpent their whole Lives in the formality 
of Philoſophizing about Ceremonies. Neph. What 
do you mean by Ceremonies Ch. PÞll tell ye; but 
with this Proteltation over and over, before hand ; 
that I am fo far from Condemning the Sacraments 
and Rites of the Church, that I have them in high 
veneration, But there tre a wicked, and ſuperſti- 
tious ſort of People, ( or, in good Manners, I ſhall 
call them only Simple, and unlcarned Men ) that cry 
up theſe things as if they were foundations of our 
Faith, and the only Duties that make us truely 
Chriſtians. Theſe, I muſt confeſs, I cannot but in- 
finitely blame. Neph. All this 1s not yet enough to 
make me underſtand what it is you would be at. 
Ch. PII be plainer then. If ye look into the ordi- 
nary. ſort of Chriſtians , you will find they live 
as if the whole Sum of Religion reſted iti Ceremo-' 
nies, With how much Pomp are the AntientRites 
of the Church ſet forth in Bapriſme? The Infant 
waits without the Church-door; the Exorciſm, the 
&: atachiſm, 1s diſpatch'd ; the Vow 1s palt p the De« 
v4) with all his Pomps and Pleaſures 1s abjur'd ; 
and then the Child is Annonted , Signed, Seaſon'd 
wich Salt, Dipt, a Charge given to his Sxreties to 
ſee him well brought up, . and then follows their 
Oblatio:: 3, and by this time the Child paſles for a 
Chriſtian, as in ſome ſenſe it is. After this, it comes 
to be Anointed again; and in time learns to Cor- 
eſs, take the Euchariſt , Reſt on Holy-days, to ob- 
ſcrve Faſts 5 and Pudliquc Prayers , and to abſtam 
from Fleſr, and ovlerving all tacle things, it gogs 

for

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for an abſolute Chriſtian. The Boy grows np then, 
and marries, which draws on another Sacrament; he en- 
ters into Holy Orders, 18 Annointed again, and Con- 
ſecrated, His habit chang'd,, and foto Prayers, Now 
the doing of all this, I like well enough ; but the 
doing of it more out of Cuſtom than Conſcience, 1 do 
not like ; as if this were all that is needful to the 
making up of a Chritiay, There are but, too ma- 
ny in the World, that ſo long as they acquit them- 
ſelves in theſe outward Forms, think ?tis no matter 
what they do elſe : but Rob, Pillage, Cheat, or 
rel, Whore, Slander, Oppreſs and Uſurp vpon their 
Neighbors, without Controll, And when they are 
brought through this Courſe of Life, to their laſt 
Prayers, then there follow more Ceremonies 3 Confeſſi- 
04 upon Confeſſion, more Vntion {till , the Excharyt, 
T apers, the Croſs, Holy Water ; Indulgences and Par- 
dons ;; it they be to be had for Love or Mony : Or- 
der 1s then given for a Magnificent Funeral; and then 
comes another ſo/ſemn Contrati., When the man 1s 
come to Agonizing, there's 6ne bewls in his Ear, 
and diſpatches him now and then before his time, 
if he chance to bea little in drink, or to haveHctter 
Lungs than ordinary. Now though theſe things may 
be well enough, fo far as they are done in Confor- 
mity to Feclefiaſtical Cruftoms ;,, there are yer ſome 
Inward, and Spiritual Impreſſions that do more for- 
tifie us againſt the Aſſaults of Death, even to the 
degree of filling our hearts with Joy,and Confidence 
Ft our laſt Breath, Ez. All this is pious, and true : 
but in the mean time, here's no body Eats. . ttold 
ou at firſt what you were ro truſt "to : and if you 
ook for any thing more now. then a Diſh of Nuts, 
and Apples, you'll find your ſelves miſtaken. Comez 


| take away this, Boy, and fer the reft on. Take what 
ye like, and thank my Gardiner tor'r. Tz. There's 
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fo much Choice,and they?re ſo well diſpos'd, it does 
a man good to look upon't. 


Fu. *Tis no deſpicable picce of Thrift, Dll aſſure 
ye. This Diſh would have cheared up the heart of 
the od Evangelical Monk, Hilarian, with a hundred 
more of his fellows at's heels : But Paul and An- 
thony would have liv'd a whole month uporwt. Tz. 
Yes, and Prince Peter, I phanſie, would have leapt 
at it too, when he lodg?d at Simon the Tanners., Em. 
Yes, and Paz! too, I believe, when he ſatup a nights 
to make Tents, Ti, How much do we owe to the 
Goodneſs of God! But yet I had rather faſt with 
Peter, and Paxl, upon Condition that what I want- 
ed for iny Carkaſs, might be ſupply*d in the ſatis- 
faction of my Mind. Ez. Let us learn of St. Paul 
to abound, and to ſuffer Want, When we have 1t 
not, God be prais'd, that we haveſtill a Subject for 
Frugality, and Patience : when we abound, let us 
be thankful for that munificence, and liberality, by 
which we are both invited, and oblig'd to Love 
him. And let us ſtill uſe his Bleſſings and Bounties 
with Moderation, and Temperance; and remember 
the Poor, For God has given to ſome, too Little 
for their Convenience, and to others, more than 
they need; that neither ſide might want an occa- 
ſion for their Virtue. He beſtows upon us ſufficient 
for the Relief of our Brethren ; that we may ob- 
tein his Mercy, and the Poor, on the other fide, 
when they arc refreſt*d by our Liberality, give God 
thanks for putting It into our hearts, and recom- 
mend us to him in their Prayers. And nowlIthink 
on't. Come hither, Boy. Bid my Wife ſend Gaudu- 
1: ſome of the Meat that*s left ? ?Tis a very good

This is ſaid, I ſuppoſe, of thoſe that Ask only Ne- 
ceſlaries. For ?tis Charity to deny to many what 
they ask. There are, that not only beg. but im- 
portune, Or rather extort great .Sums from people 
to furniſh voluptuous Entertainments, or which is 
worſe, to nouriſh Luxury, and Luſt. Jt is a kind 
of Rapine, to beſtow that which we owe to the 
preſent Neceſſities of our Neighbours, upon thoſe 
that will abuſe it. Upon this Conſideration it is,that 
I can hardly excuſe thoſe from a Mortal Sin, who, 
at prodigious Expence, either build , or beautifie 
Monaſtertes, or Churches; when ſo many living 
Temples of Chriſt are ready to ſtarve for want of 
Food, Cloathing, and other Neceſſfaries. When [1 
was 1n England | ſaw St. Thomas*s Tomb, ſo prodi- 
g1ouſly Rich, 1n Plate, and Jewels, that the Value 
was almoſt ineſtimable. Now had it not been. bet- 
ter if theſe ſuperfluities had been ratker apply'd to 
Charitable Ulſes, for the Relief of the Poor, than 
reſery*d for thoſe Ambitious Princes, who ſhall have 
the Fortune one day to make a Booty of it.The Holy 
Man, I am Confident, would have been very well 
content with Leaves, and Flowers, inſtead of them. 
In Lombardyl1 ſaw a Cloyſter of Carthafians ; ( nor 
tar from Pavia ) the Chappel , within, and with- 
out, 1s white Marble, trom the top to the bottom, 
the Altars, Pillars, Tombs in it ( and almoſt eye- 
ry thing elſe) are all Marble. To what end was 
this vaſt expence upon a Marble Temple for a few 
ſolitary Monks to Sing in? And ?tis of more 
Burthen then Uſe too. For they are perpetually 
troubled with Strangers that come only out of m-re

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Curioſity to ſee it, And which is yet more ridicoy- 
fous, I was told there, that they are indow'd with 


Three thouſand Dackets a year, for Building and 


Maintenance of the Monaſtery. It palles for little 
| hetter then Sacrilege, to beſtow one penny of that 
Mony upon Pious Utes; beſide the Intention of the 
Teltator, And they had rather pull down that they 
may rebuild, then not to go on with Building. We 
have a World of Inſtances up and down 1n our 
Churches of this kind; but T ſhall content my felt 
with theſe, as being {omewhat more remarkable than 
Ordinary. This 1s rather Ambition, then Charity. 
Great men now acdays will have their own Monu- 
ments in Churches, whereas 1n times paſt they could 
hardly get room tor the Saints. They mult have 
their Pictures there, and their Images, forfooth ; 

with their Names art length, their Titles, and their 
Benefits: And this takes ep a conſiderable part of 
the Temple. Who knows ( it they may have their 
Wills) but their own Carcales may come hereafter 
to he laid upon the Altars ? But this Munthcence 
Oo! Great men, you'll ſay, mult not upon any Terms 
be diſcourag?d. And I fay ſo too; if that which 
they oficr to the Temple of God, be worthy of it. 
Pur if I were a Prieſt, or a Biſhop, | would ham- 
mer it into the heads of thoſe thick $kull'd Courtiers,

I would do ſomething that 
way too , but with Caution and Choice, Ir were 
well if every City were to maintein its own Poor, 
without ſuffering Vagabonds, and ſturdy Beggars, 
which want Work rather than Mony. Ti. To whom

to what Purpoſes ? 7z. *Tis hard to aniwer all 


theſe Points exactly, There ſhould be Firſt, an In- 
clination to oblige all; and then. the Proportion 


muſt be according to 2 mans Ahility, as often as 
.he has occaſion, And for the Choice of the men, 


I would be ſatisf?d that they are Poor, and Honeſt ; 
and where my Purſe fails me, I would Preach Cha- 
Tity to others. Tj. But will you give us.leave now to 
diſcourle at liberty in your Dominion ? Ez. You 
are not ſo free in your own houſes. 7: You do 
not like Prodigious Exceſles,it ſeems upon Churches 
and they might have been built Cheaper, you fay. 
En. Truely I take this houſe of Mine to be with- 
in the Compals of Cleanly and Convenient; far 
from any pretence of Luxury, oc I am miſtaken.

rexts ? And will ye now withdraw your felt from 
the Authority of Good and ratural Parents, I ex- 
change for figarative ones ? Will ye take All Imagi- 
nary Mother tor a True one? And deliver up your 
ſelf a Slaveto ſevere Maſters, and Miltrelies, rather 
then live happily under the Wing of Tender and 
Indulgent Parents ? So long as you are at home, 
as you are Bound in ſome things, ſo in many things 
you are wholly Free; as the word Liber: ( or Chil- 
dren ) denotes, 1n contra diſtin@ion, to the Quality 
of Servants. You are now of a Free F/;man,2bout to 
make your lelt a Voluntary Slave. A Condition 
Chriſtianity has lang lince caſt out of the World; 


ſaving only ſome obicure toorlteps of it, and in tome - 


few places. But there 1s now found our ( under 
pretence of Religion ) a new fort of Servitzde, which 
| find prattis*d in the Monaſteries, You mult do 
nothing but by a Rrle; and then all that you Los. 
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they Get, Sct hut one ſtep out of the Way, and 
as lugg*d .back again, like a Criminal that 
would have poyſon'd his Father : and to make the 
Slavery yet more evident, yechange the Habit that 
your Parents gave ye ; and (after the old example 
of Slaves, bought and ſold in the Market) yechange 
the very Name that was given ye in Baptiſm. Peter 
is called Francis, and ( Fob for the Ew rack Is 
called Dominicus, or Thomas, Peter gives hisname 
firſt up to Chrit ; and when he gives up his name 
to Dominicus, he's call'd Thomas. If a Servant ta- 
ken in1/'r, do but ſo much as caſt off the Garment 
that his 1 Maſter gave him, it is look'd asa Renonn- 
cing of his Mafter; and yet we applaud him that 
lays down the Body of Chrift ( who1s the Maſter of 
us all) and takes R_ another habit that Chriſt never 
gave him. Andif he ſhould after That, preſume to 
change the Other , his Puniſhment 1s a thouſand 
times heavier then for throwing away the Livery of 
his Heavenly Maſter, which 1s the Innocency of his 
mind.Ca.But they ſay *tis a Merztorious Work,for a Body 
toenter into this Voluytary Confizement. Eu. That's 
a Phbariſaical Dofirine : $t, Paul teaches us otherwiſe ; 
and will not have him thatis called Free, to make bimſelF 
a Servant, but rather endeavor that he may be more Free, 
And that which makes the Servitude yet More Un- 
happy, 1s, that you muſt ſerve many Maſters ;, and 
thoſe moſt commonly Fools too, and Debanchs . 
Befide that they are both New, and Uncertain. But 
fay (1 beſeech ye) by what Law are you diſcharg?d 
from the Power of your Parents? Ca. Why uy 
Dy 702C at all, Eu, What if you ſhould buy , 

ſell your Fathers Eſtate? Ca. I do not hold it "us 
ful. Ex. What Right have ye then to diſpoſe of 
vour Parents Child , to I know not whom ? His 


Child ; vi rich 1s the Deareſt; and molt appropriate 
part 
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part of his Poſſeſſion. Ca. The Laws of Nature may 


be diſpens'd withal, (1 ſuppoſe) in the Buſineſs of 
Religion. Ex. The great Point of Religion hes in 


our Baptiſm : but the matter in queſtion Here, is 
only the Changing of a Garment ;, or of ſach a Courſe 
of Life; which, 1n 1t ſelf, 1s neither good nor evil. 
And now conſider how many Valuable Priviledges 
ye loſe, together-with your Liberty : It ye have a 
mind to Read, Pray, or Sing ; you may go into 
your Chamber when you will, and take as much, or 
as little on*t as you pleaſe, When ye have enough 


of Privacy, you may go to Church, and hear Pray- . 


ers, Sermons, Anthems ; you may pick your Com- 
pany among grave Matrons, and ſober Virgins; and 
ſuch as you may be the better ior. . And you may 
learn from Men too, where ye find any that are 
endow?d with Excellent Qualities ; and you are at 
Liberty to place a more Particular Eſteem upon 
ſuch as affectionately, and Conſcienciouily preach 
the Goſpel. But there?s none of this Freedom when 
ye come once into a Cloyſter. Ca. In the mean 
time [ ſhall be no Nun, Ex. Away with this Nicety 
of Names; and weigh the Thing it ſelf. They make 
their boaſt of obedience; and why ſhould not You 
value your ſelf too upon Obeying your Parents, your 
Biſhop, and your Paſtor, whom God commands ye 
to Obey? Do they Profeſs Poverty * And fo may 
you too; ſo long as all is in your Parents hands. 
*Tis true, the Virgins of former times were com- 
mended by holy Men for their Liberality toward 

the Poor : But they could never have given any thing, 
If they had polleſs'd nothing ; Nor 1s the Reputa- 
tion of your Chaſtity ever the leis, for living with 
your Parents. And what is there more now Here ? 
A Vail, a Linnen Stole, and certain Ceremonzes that 


ſerve but little to the Adyancement of Piety; and 
make 
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make us never the more acceptable in the fight of 
God; who only regards the Purity of the Mind, 
Cs. All this is News to me. Ex. But Truth too, 
It you cannot diſpole of ſo much as a Rag, or an 
Inch of Ground, ſo long as you are under the Go- 
yernment of you Parents; what Right can you pre- 
tend to, for the Diſpoſing of your ſelf into the 
Service of Another? Ca. The Authority of a Pa- 
rent cannot interpolſe betwixt the Child, and a Re- 
ligious Life, Ex, Did you not profels your lelf © 
Chriſtian in your Baptiſm? Ca. I did ſo. Ez. And 
are not they Religiovs that conform to the Precepts 
of Chriſt? Ca. They are ſo. Ex. What new Re- 
ligion is that then z which pretends to fruſtrate 
what the Law of Nature has Eſtabliſhed? What the 
01d Lam taught, what the Evangelical Law bus ap- 
prov'd, and what the Apoſtles Dotirine hath confirm'd ? 
This 1s a Device that never Defcended from Hea- 
ver, but was hatched by a Moxk in his Cell. And 
at This rate, ſome of them undertake to julſlifie a 
Marriage betwixt a Boy, and a Girl, tho? without 
the Privity, - and againſt the Conſent of their Pa- 
rents ; If the Contrat be ( as they Phraſe it ) in_ 
Lords of the Preſent Texſse. And yet that Poſition 
is neither according to the Dictate of Nature, the 
Law of Moſes , or the Doctrine of Chriſt and his. 
Apojtl:s, Ca. But may not I eſpoute my {elf to 
Chriſt, without the Good-will of my Parents? Ew. 
You have already eſpouſed him ; and ſo we have 
All. Where%.the Woman (I pray'e) that Marries 
the ame Man Twice? The Queſtion here is only 
concerning Place, Garments, and Ceremonies; which 
arc not things to Leave Chrift for. Ca. But I am 
told that in this Cale 'tis Sanctity, even to Con- 
temn our Parents. Ex, Your Doctors ſnould do well 
to ſnew you. a Text for't 3 but if they cannot do 
hs 


this, give *ema Bear-Glaſs of Burgundy, and theyll 
{hew their Parts upqn it. It is Pjety indeed to flee 
from Wicked Parents, to Cbriſt ; but trom Honeſt Pa- 
rents tO Moxkery, that is ( as it proves tgo often) 
from Good to Ill; That's but a perverſe kind of 
Holineſs, In anfient times he that was converted 
from Paganiſm to Chriſtzanity, paid yet as great a 
Reverence, even to his 1dolatrow Parents, (matter 
of Religion apart ). as was poſſible, Cz. You are 
then againſt the main Inſtitutionaf a Monaſtical Life. 
Eu. No, by no means : but as I will not perſwade 
* any body againſt it, thatis already engaged in this 
- Condition of Life ; ſo I would moſt undoubtedly 
caution all young Women, ( eſpecially thoſe of Ge- 
nerqus Natures ). not to precipitate themſelves into 
this Gulph, from whence there?s no returning. And - 
the rather, becauſe their Modeſty is more in danger 
in a Cloyſter, than out of it: beſide that they may 
diſcharge theirDuties of Devotion, as well at home, 
as there, Cs. You have faid all (I believe ) that 
can be ſaid uppn this Point, and my Aﬀections, and 
Reſalutions ſtand Firm.

Co. They would needs force this 
upon us at a place where we dined to day, Par. 
Did your Dinner coſt you nothing ? Co. No, not 
any thing ; nay we had thanks both for what we 
had there, :and for what we brought away, Pan. 
Whence come ye? Co. From Baſil. Pan. What, 
lo far? Co. ?Tis as we tell you. Pay, You're a 
{tfrange kind of people fare, that can travel thus 
without Horſe, Mony, Servants, Arms, Or Provifiens. 
Co. You ſee in us ſome footſteps of the Evangelical 
life, Pan. Or the life of Rogues rather z that wan- 
der up and down with their Budgets. Co. Such as 
We are, the Apoſtles were, and (with Reverence) our 
Saviour himſelf Pan, Can you tell Fortunes ? Co.

But theſe people are more fſottiſh than the Hops 
they keep ; and I wonder that Antony does not 
puniſh ?em for jt. What kind of Paſtor haye ye ? 
Neither a Mute 1 hope, nor Wicked one. Pay. Let 
every one ſpeak as he finds, hes a good :Paftor to me ;

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for here he topesit the whole live-long day , and n 

man brings me either more, or better Cuſtomers. 
"Twas ten to one he would have been here now. 
C'o. He's not a man for our turn, «© Pau. What®s 
that? Do you know him thens Cs, We wonld 
fain have taken up a Lodging with him, but he bad 
us begoz, and chac'd us away like ſo many Wolves. 
Pay. Very, very Good. Now] underſtand the buſi- 
neſs ; ?T1s Toz that kept him away, becaute he knew 
you would be here. Co. Is he not Mute? Pax. 
Mute do you ſay ? he's free enough of his 
Tongue in the Stove; and he has a Voice 
that makes the Church ring again, but I never heard 
him ina Pulpit. In ſhort, I preſume he has made 
you ſenſible that he wants no Tongue, Co. Is he 2 
learned Divine ® Pan. So he tells the World him- 
ſelf; but he's under an Oath perhaps never to make 
any other diſcovery of it.

Co. And in that point, my Garment 1s bet= 
ter Tha yours ;, for 1t covers the Head, the Neck, 
and the Sboulderg , where we are moſt in danger, 
Now for our Vſe, we muſt have Variety of Faſhions, 
and of Stuffs ; A ſhort Coat for a Horſeman, a longer 
when we he fall: z We are Thin Clad in Summer -, 
Thick in Winer. There are thoſe at Rome that 
change their Cloths twice a day. They take a fur?d 
Coat in the morning, a ſingle one at noon, and to-. 
ward night one that's a little. warmer, But every 
man is not fyrniſht with this Variety ; Nor 1s there 
any faſhion that hetter anſwers ſeveral purpoſes than 
this of ours. Pax. Make that out. Co, If the Wind, 
or the Sur troubles us, we put on our Col. In 
bot weather out. of the Sun we throw it bebind us ; 
when we ſit ſtill we let the Gown fall about our 
Heels; if we walk, we hold, or tuck it up. Pax. He | 
was no F901, I perceive, that invented it. Co. Be- 
ſide that, it goesa great way in a happy Life, the 
wonting of our ſelvesto he Content with-a Little ; 
Forif we once laſh out into ſenſuality and pleaſure, 
- there 
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there will he no end. But can you ſhew me any 
other Garment that is ſo commodious in fo 
many Reſpects ? Pan. Truely I cannot. Co, Can- 
ſider now the Decency of it. Tell me honeſtly, if yay 
ſhould put on your Wes Cloaths, would not eyery 
body ſay you were Phantaſtical * Pan. Nay, Mad 
perhaps. Co. And what if your Wife ſhould put 
On yoxrs ; what would you ſay to't > Paz. I ſhould 
not ſay much perhaps, but I ſhould bang her hand- 
ſomly, Co. What does it ſignifie now what Gar- 
ment a body. nſes? Pan. Oh! yes; in this caſe it 
is very material. Co, Beyond Controvyerſie ; for 
the very Pagans will not - allow a man to wear a 


Womans Cloaths, or a Woman a Mans. Pan. And 


they are in the right for?'t. Co. ?Tis well : Put the 
Caſe now that a man of fourſcore ſhould dreſs him- 
_ ſelf like a boy of fifteen, or a boy of fifteen like a man 
of fourſcore ;; would not all the World condemn it ? 
Or the ſame thing in a Woman and qa Girl. Pax, 
No queſtion of it. Co. Or if a Layman ſhould go 
like a Prieſt,or a Prieſt like a Layman 2 Pan. It were a 
great Indecorum on both ſides. Co. Or if a Private 
man ſhould put on the Habit of a Prince, Or a par- 
ticulay Prie(tthat of a Biſhop * Pan. It were a great 
Indecency. Co. What if a Cirizex ſhould fit in his 
Shop with his Sword, Buff Coat, and a Feather in's 
Cap? Pan. He would he pointed at ? Co. What 
if an Engliſh- Enfign ſhould put a white Croſs in's Co- 
lours:; a Swiſs a Red one; Or a French man, a Black, 
one? Pan,” Twould be very fooliſhly done.Co, Why 
do you wonder ſo much then at our Habit ? Paz. 
I am not now to learn the difference betwixt a pri- 
vate Man and a Prince, or a Man and a Woman : 
But as to the difference betwixt a Moxk and xo Moak, 
I am utterly Tgnorant. Co. What difference is there 
betwixt a Rich man and a Poor Pan. Fortune. 
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Co. And yet it would be very odd if aBegger ould 
Cloath himſelf hike a Lord, Pan. True, as Lords 
20 now adays. Co, Whats the difference betwixt 
2 Fool and a Wiſeman? Pan. A little more then betwixt 
a Rich mananda Begger. Co. Fools,you ſee,are dreſt up 
after another manner then Wiſe men. Pay, How well it 
becomes you, I know, not ; but your Habit,wants very 
little-of a Fools Coat;but Ears and Zells to't.Co.That”s 

the difference ; and we are noother thanthe Worlds 
Fools, if we be what we profeſs. Pan, I cannot ſay 
what you are : but this I know, that there are of 
theſe Idiotes with their Ears and Bells, that have 
more Brazzs 1h their heads than many of our ſquare 
Caps with their Fzrrs, Hoods, and other Enſigns of 
Authority. Wherefore it ſeems a madneſs to me, 
to think any man the Wiſer for his Habit, I faw 
once an Errant Tony, with a Gown to his Heels, a 
Dofiors.Cap , and the Conutenance of a very Grave 
$ chool-Divine ;, he diſputed Publiquely ; ſeveral Prin- 
ces made much of him ; and he took the Right band 
of all other Fools, himſelf being the moſt eminent of 
the Kind, Co. What would you be at now ? Would 
you have a Prince that makes ſport with a Fool change 
Cloaths with him ? Pay, It your Propoſition be 
true, that the mind of a man may be judg*d by his 
Habit, perhaps it might do well enough. Co. You 
-preſs this upon me, but I am ſtill of opinion that 
there 1s very good reaſon for allowing of Fools 
Diſtiadi Habits.'' Pan. And what may that reaſon 
be? Co, For fear any body ſhould hurt *em, if 
they mif- behave themſelves, Pax. What 1f Iſhould 
ſay on the Contrary, thet their Habit does rather 
_ provoke people to do %*em miſchief; inſomuch that 
of Fools they come to be mad men ; "and why ſhall 
.not 2 Bull, or a- Dog, or a Boar, that. kills a man 


Or a Child , eſcape unpuniſht ; as well as a Fool ? 
But 
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But the thing that I ask you, is, the reaſon of your 
diſhdind Habits from others? Why ſhould not a Ba- 
ker as well be diſtinguiſht from a Fiſherman, a Shooe- 
maker from a Taylor , an Apothecary from a Vintuer, 
a Coachman from a Waterman? You that are Prie(ts, 
why ſhould you not be Cloath'd like other Prieſts # 
If you are Layiks, why do you differ from. xs ? Co. 
In antient time, Monks were only the purer Sort 
of the Laity; and there was no other difference 
betwixt a Monk and another Latkh,, then betwixt an 
honeſt, frugal man, that maintains his Family by his 
Induſtry, and a Ruffling Hefior , that lives upon the 
Highway. In time, the Biſhop of Rome beſtow?d 
_ honour upon us; and we gave ſome Reputation to 
the Habit our ſelves ; which is not ſimply either 
Latk, or Sacerdotal , but ſuch as it is, I could name 
you ſome Cardinals, and Popes, that have not been 
aſhanyd of it. Pan. But as to the Decorum of it, 
whence comes That ? Co. Some time from the very 
Nature of the thing ; other while, from cuſtom,;and 


opinions. If a man ſhould wear a Buffes-chin with 


the Horxs upon his Head ,, and the Tail dragging 
after bim, would not all the World laugh at him? 
Pin. 1 believe they would. Co. And again, if a 
man ſhould cover himſelf to the muddle, and all the 
reſt naked ? Pan. Moſt abſurd. Co, The very Pa- 
gans Cenſure men for wearing their Cloaths ſo thin, 
that it were an Indecency even in a Woman. It is 
modefter to be ftark, naked, as we found you in the 
Stove, then to be only cover'd with a Tranſparent 
Garment, Pan. The whole buſineſs of Habs, I 
Phanſie, depends upon Cxſtom and. Opinion, Co. 
Why ſo? Paz. I had ſome Travelers at my houſe 
rother day, that had been up and down the World, 
as they told me, in places that we have no account 


of in the very Maps 3 and particularly upon an Iſland 
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oi a very Temperate Air, where it was co 
diſhonorable to cover their Nakednels. Co. They 
hv*d like Beaſts perhaps. Pan. No, hat. on the 
contrary, they were a people of great Hu- 
manity. Their Government was Monarchical; and 
they went out. with their Prince every morning to 
work, for about an hour a day. Co. What was 
their work ? Pan. The plucking up of Roots, 
which they uſe inſtead of Wheat, and find it much 
more plealant and wholeſome. After one hour, evye- 
ry man goes about his own buſineſs, or does what 
he has a mind to, They bring up their Children 
with great Piety ; puniſhing all Crimes ſeverely, 
but eſpeciaily Adultery, Co, What's the Puniſh- 
ment? Pax. The Women, you muſt know, they 
ſpare, for ?tis permitted to the Sex; but if a Man 
be taken int, they expoſe him in publique, with the 
part offending cover'd .Cs.A ſad puniſhment indeed! 
Par, And io it isto them,as cuſtom has made it, Ca, 
- When Iconſider the force of perſuaſion, Icould half 
believe it : for if a man would make a Thief , Ora 
Murtherer exemplary, would it not be a ſufficient 
Peniſhment to cut off the hind Lappet of his Shirt, 
clap a Wolfs skin upon his Buttocks , put him on 
particoloured Stockins, cut the fore-part of his 
Doublet into the faſhion of a Net, leave his breaſt 
and his Shoulders bare, turn up one part of his 
Bezrd, leave another part at length, and ſhave the 
reſt; cut off his hair, clap a Cap upon his Crown 
with a hundred holes int, and a huge Plume of 
Feathers, and then bring him in this dreſs , into 
publique? Would not this be a greater reproach, then a 
fools Cap to him with Jong ears,and gingling bauhles ?

and there are ſome honeſt Citizens, would ſtrain 
hard to get into this Mode. Co. But now if a Man 
ſhould dreſs himſelf up with Birds Feathers, like an 
Indian , would not the very Children think him 
Mad ? Pan. Directly Mad. Co. And yet that 
which we admire , does ſtill favour of a greater 
Madneſs. Now as it is true, that nothing 1s ſo ri- 
dicolous, but Cuſtom may bear it out ; ſo it muſt 
be allow'd, that there is a Certain decorum which 
all Wiſe-men will approve of : And ſomewhat again 
| In Garments, that is Miſ-becoming, and agreed by 
all the World, to be ſo. What can be more ridi- 
| culous than a Bxrthenſome-Gown with 2 Long Trains ;, 

as if the ©zality of the Woman were to be meatur?d 

by the Length of her Tail *? Nay, and ſome Car- 
| dinals are not aſham'd to imitate it : And yet to 
prevalent a thing is Cxftom, that there's no changing 
of a Faſhion ſo received. Pax. So much for Cx- 
ſftom. But tell me now, whether you think 1t better 
for Moxks to wear different Habits, or not ? Co. [ 
take it to be more agreeable to Chriſtian Simplicity, 
not to pronounce upon any Man for's Habit, pro- 
vided it be ſober, and decent. Pax. Why do not 
you caſt away your Cow/s then? Co. Why did not 
the Apoſtles preſently eat of all forts of Meats ? 
Pax. I know not; and do you tell me. Co. Becauſe 
an Invincible Cuſtom hinder*d it. For whatſoever 
is deep rooted in the Minds of Men, and by long 
uſe confirm'd , and turr'd as it were into Nature, 
can never be taken away on the {uddain, withour 
the hazard of the Publick Peace : but it muſt be re- 
mov'd by Degrees, as the Horle-Tail was piuck*d 
oft by ſingle Hairs. Pax. 1 could bear this, if the 
Monks were but all Habz#ed 2/:ke : But lo many di- 
verſities will never down with me. Co. You mult 
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impute this evil to Cuſtom, as well as all others: 
St. Bexedia”s Habit is no new one, but the ſame that. 
he us*d with his Diſciples, that were plain, and ho- 
neſt Men, No more 1s St. Francs, but it was the 
Faſhion of poor Country Fellows, Now ſome of their 
Succeſlors, have, by New additions, made the mat= 
ter a little Superſtitious How many old Women 
have we at this day that ſtick to the mode they 
were brought up in, which is every jot as different 
from what 1s us?d now. as your Habit is from mine? 
Pan, There arc{indeed many ſuch Women, Ce, 
Therefore when you ſee this Habit, you ſee but the 
Reliques of Paſt times. Pax. But has your Habit 
no Holineſs in it ? Co. None at all. Pax. There 
are ſome ot . you make their boaſts that they were 
Oi Divine DireGiou from the Holy V irgin. Co. Thoſe 
Stories were but Dreams. Pan. One Man has a 
Phanſie that he ſhall never recover a Fit of Sickneſs, 
unleſs he Cloth himſelf in a Dominicans Habit; Ano- 
ther will not be Bury?d, but in a Franciſcans. Co. 
They that tell you theſe things, are either Cheats, 
or Fools, and they that believe *em, are Superſti- 
tious. . God Almighty knows a Knave as well in a 
Franciſcans Habit , as In a Buff-Coat, Pan. The 
Birds of the Air have not that Variety of Feathers 
which you have of Habits, Co. What can be better 
than to imitate Nature, unleſs to out-do it ? Pax. 
I would you had as many ſorts of Books too. Co, 
But there's much to be {aid for the Variety alſo. 
Has not the Spaniard, one Faſhion, the Italian, ano- 
_ ther, the French, Germans, Greeks, Turks, Saracens, 
their ſeveral Faſhions alſo? Pax. They have ſo, 
Co. And then in the ſame Country again, what Va- 
riety of Garments, among Perſons ot the ſame Sex, 
Aze., and Dzgree 2 How difterent is that of the 
Venetian from the Flgrentia: ;, and of Both, from the 

Roman : 
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Roman : And this in Italy alone ? Pan. I'm con- 
vinc?d of it. Co, And from whom comes our Va- 
riety ? Dominicus took bis Habit from the Fymneſt 
Hubandmen in that part of Spain where he 11d, 
Benediilus , his, from that part of Ttaly where he 
liv?d. Franciſcus from the Hubandmen of leyeral 
places; and ſo for thereſt. Pax. So that for ouzhr 
I find, you. are never the holyer for your Cowles, if 
you be not ſo for your Lives. Cs. Nay, we have 
more to anſvjer for than you have, if by our lewd 
Lives we glve Scandal to the Simple. Pax. But is 
there any hope of Us then, that have neither Pa- 
tron; nor Habit, nor Rule, nor Profeſſion * Co. Yes; 
You have Hope, but have a care you do not loſe it. 
Go ask your Godfathers, what Profeſſion yon made 
in Baptiſm; and what Order you were initiated into. 
What ſignifies a Humane Rule, to him that's under 
the Rule of the Goſpel ? Or any other Patron, to 
him whoſe Patrox is Jeſus Chrijt ? Did you profets 
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nothing when you were Marry*d ? Bethink your kb: 
ſelf, what you owe to your Self, to your Children, M41 
your Family , and you will find a heavier Charze 408 


upon you as a Chriſtian , thzn as Diſciple of Sainr 
Francis, Pan. Do you believe that any Innkeepers go ta 
Heaven ? Co. Why not ? Pax, There are many 
things ſaid and done in this Houſe , that are not ac- 
cording to the Goſpe/. Co. AS what £ Pan. One 
Fuddles, another talks Bawdy , a third Brawls, 2 
fourth Detrads, and I know not what beſide.

Who brought the Augujtines, or the Carmeliteg in- 
to That Order? Or Then did Amgruſtize, or Elias, 
Beg ? ( Whom they make to be the Princypals of 
their Order.) "This, and a great deal more, they 
 thunder?d out ; but being over-power'd with Num- 
bers, they were forc'd to zive way ; but not with- 
QUt Threatning a Revenge.

The 
Pall being hung round with Eſcxtcheoxs, and fo were 
the Garments both of the Bearers, and Mouruers.” 
The Body 1t ſelf was to be laid at the Right Hand 
of the High Altar, in a Marble Tomb, ſome Foxr Foot 
from the Grounds, and He bimſelf at his Length, up- 
on the Top owt, His Image cut in the Pareft Mar- 
ble, and in Armonr from Head to Foot : To His Hel-

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dred Monk. bs, all in their Habits, matiy times, to at- 
tend One Body. Ph. 1 have ſeen it my ſelf , and 
cannot but heh at the Vanity of thoſe poor Peo- 
ple. The Fullers and Tanmers march in the Var, 
the Coblers bring up the Rear, and the Monks march 
in the Body.

ſaw any thing; and his urging them to look ſteadily 
juſt where he pointed ; One of them, at laſt, for 
the Credit of his Eyes, yielded that he ſaw it too : 
and ſo one after another, they all ſaw 1t z for they 
were aſham'd not to ſee. any thing that was ſo plain 
to be ſeen. In ſhort, the Rumour of This Porteatores 
Apparition was 1n Three days all over Fzglaad; 
and it is wonderful, how they had amplif”ed the 
Story ; and ſome were making Expotitions upon 
the meaning of This horrid Portent. But in the 
mean time, the Inventor of it had the fatisfaction 
of ſeeing the Succeſs of his Project.

They were 
a Talking at Supper, of this Report of the Spedrum, 
at the Table; -and when Pol found that Faws had 
not only heard of it, but believ?'d it, he fell ro en- 
treating the Man , that » as he was a Holy, and 2 
Learned Perſon, he would do his beſt coward the 
Relieving of a Poor Soul out of that terrible AfMi- 
ction, And if you make any deubt of the Truth 
ont, ſays he, if out the Matter ; and do but walk, 
avour 
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about Tex a Clock, toward that little Bridge, and 
there you ſhall hear ſuch Cries, arid Groanings as 
would grieve your heart : but I would advile ye, 
however, for your Own ſecurity, to take ſome Com- 
pany that you like, along with you. Th. Well, and 
what then ? 4. After Supper, out goes Pool, a Hunt- 
ing, or about his uſual Sports; and when it grew 
Duskiſh, out went Farms, and was at laſt, a Witneſs 
of Thoſe grievous Lamentations. Pool had hid him-

Goſpel chear'd up his Countenance with Ointment. Ph. 
What a Prodigious Humility was' this, for the Se- 
raphique Byethren to take upon them the Pariſh Offices 
of Bearers, and Waſhers ? Th, After This,they laid 
the Body upon the Bzere; and according to the di- 
reftion of Se Paxl ( bear ye one anothers Burthen }) 
Galat. 6. T he Brethren took their Brother upon their 
Shoulders, and carry'd him along the Highway to 
the AMonzftery, where they Interr*'d him with the 
Uſual Songs, and Ceremonies. As this Venerable 
Pomp was pafling upon the Way, I Obterv'd a great 
many People that conld nor forbear weeping ; to 
fee 2 man that us'd to 2o in his Silk, and Scarter, 
wrapt up now in a Franciſcans Habit, zirt with 2 
Ropes End, and the whole' Body diſpoſed 1n ſuch a 
poſture, as could not chuje but move Devotion, For 
his Head, as I faid, was laid upon his Showlder, his 
Arms, a Croſs; afid every thing elle too carry'd 1 
wondertull appearance of Holineſs. Bur then the 
March of the Seraphique Troop it lelf, Hanging down 
their Heads, with their Eyes fixt upon the Earth, 
and their mournfull Dirges : ({omournfull; that in 
Hell it ſe/F there can't be nothing, beyond it.) All this, 
| tay, drew fighs, and Tears tn Abundance from 
the Beholders, Ph, But had hethe five wounds tor 
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of St Francis? Th. I darenot aflirm That for a Cer- 
tain; but I faw ſome Blewith Sczrs on his Hands, 
and Peer: and he had a hole in his left fide of his 
Gown ; but I durit not look too narrowly, For 
many People have been undone they fay, by being 
r00 Eurious into theſe Matters. Ph.But did ye not take 
notice of tome that JIanght too? Th, Yes I did ob- 
ſerve ir ;, But they were Heretiqres, [ ſuppoſe ; there 
are &en too many of them in the World. Ph. Tg 
Deal honeltly with thee, in my Conſcience, 1 Thad 
been there my {elf, 1 ſhould have Janzhc too for 
Company. Th. Ip poet God thou haſt not a ſpice of 
the jame Leaven. - There? no danger Or That, 
Good 1h-otims ! For have had a Veneration for St 
Francis, cven from a Child; He was one that was 
nuch more acceptable both to God and man, for 
the ſtrict Mortihcation of his affections, than for 
28y Worldly Learning , or Wiſdom ; and thole are 
His True Diſciples, that fo live-in the Fl:fs, as If 
- ey Iyerc Dead to it, and Liz*donlyin Chriſt : But 
> the Habit 1t (elf, [ value it not ; and I would 
in) know what is 2 Dead man the Better for a Gar- 
m-;:t ? Th. Itisthe Lords Precept, ,ye know, ot ts 
giz? Ho 'y things t9 Degr,or to caſt pearls before Swine : 
Ard betide, if yeas!: "Queſtions to make your ſelf 
Merry withthem, Ile tell ye nothing at all, But 
© have an honeft defire to be inform'd, I am 
content to tell ye as much as I know, Ph. My 
Busnefs is tolearn, and you ſhall find me a diligent, 
? Docile, and a T pankfull Difciple. Th. You know, 
Firf,ther tome People are ſo polleſs*d with Pride, and 
Veniry that ier Amaition accompames them to the 
vE:5 Braves ant { they are not Content, unleſs they 
Fs yd v:ti.as mach Pomp as they La'd. It is 
pon rh atine Derd feet any thing z but yet by the force 
0: 1: wy ti: hoy take ſome pleaſure 11 their Lives, 
[G 
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tothink of the Solemnity, and Magnificence of their 
Funerals, Now ye will not deny it, I fuppoſe, to be 
ſome degree of Piety to renonnce this weakneſs. Ph. 
Ple confeſs it, if there be no other way to avoid the 
Vanity of This Expence. But I ſhould think it much 
more Humane, and Modeſt, even for a Prixce to re- 
commend his Body to a Corrſe Winding Sheet, and to 
be laid in the Common Burying-place by the Ordzzary 
Bearers. For to becarry'd to the Grave, as Exſe- 
bius was, 1s rather the Change of a Vanity, then the 
Avoidance of it. Th. It is the [atentioa that God ac- 
cept, and 1t 15 God aloye that can judge of the Heart. 
But This that I have told ye is a ſmall matter, there 
are greater things behind. Ph. What are They? 
Th. T hey profeſs themſelves of the Order of St Fran- 
ci4, upon the point of Death, Ph, And he isto be 
their Protector in the Elyfau Fields, Th. No, but 
in This world, if they happen to recover : and It 
pleaſes God many times, that when the Phyſicians 
have given a man for Loft, ſo ſoon as ever he has 
put on This Holy Robe, he Recovers. Th, And ſo he 
would have done, whether he had pur it on or no. 
Th. We ſhould walk with Simplicity in the Fath; but 
if there were not ſomewhat Extraordinary in the 
Caſe, why ſhonld ſo many Eminent and Learned 
men, eſpecially among the T1:2/;ans, make ſuch 2 
busneſs to be bury'd tn This Holy Habit ? But Theſe 
you | ſay are Strangers to ye. What do you think 
then'o! the famous Rodolphus Apricola;, (one that Pm 
ſure you have an Eſteem for ) and then of Chrifts- 
pher Lozgolins, who were Both bury*d ſo? Ph. lgive 
no heed to what men do when they are under the 
Amuſementsof Death. Pray'e tell' me now, what 
does it fignifie to a man, the Profeſ6rg, or the Clo- 
thing of him, when he comes to be allaulred with the 
Terrors, and diftraFions of his approachinz Fate Ft = 
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ſhould be made in ſound ſerſe, and ſolriety; they 
are frivolous elſe ; there ſhould be mature Delibera- 
tion, without either Force, Fear, or Guile: Nay they 
are Void, even without all this, before the Year of 
Probation be out: at which time, and not before, 
they are commanded to wear the Coar and Hood ; 
( tor io ſay the Seraphiques )1o that if they recover, 
they are at Liberty in two reſpects. For neither does 
That Vow bind, that is made by a man under an 
Aſtoniſhment, betwixt the Hope of Life and the Fear 
of Death, nor does the Profeſſion oblige any man, 
before the wearing of the Hood, Th. Whether it be 
an Obligation, or not, ?tis enough, that They think 
it one ; and God Almighty accepts of the Good 
_ Will ;; and This 1s the Reaſon that the Good works 
of Mozks ( ceteris Paribus ) are more acceptable to 
God, than thoſe of Other People ; becaule they ſpring 
irom that Root, Ph. We fall not make 1t aqueſtt- 
C1 in This place, the Merit of a mans Dedicating 
himſelf wholly to God, when he 1s no longer in his 
own Power. Every Chriſtian, as I take it, delivers 
himſelf up wholly to God in his Baptiſm ;, when he 
Renounces the Devil and all bis Works, the Pomps and 
V anuities of the Wicked World, and all the Sinfull Luſts 
of the Fleſh, and lifts himſelf a Souldicr to fight under 
Chrift*s Banner, to his Lives End, And St Paul ſpeak- 
ing of thoſe that Die with Chriſt, that they may live 
no longer to Themſelves, but to Him that 1s Dead 
for them, does not mean This of Moxks only, but of 
all Chriſt#ans. Th. You have minded me ſeaſonably 
of our Baptiſm , but, in times paſt, if they were but 
Sprinkled atthe laſt Gaſp, there was hope yet pro- 
mis'd them of Salvation, Ph. *Tis no great matter 
what the Biſhops pro viſe, but it 15a matter of great 
uncertainty, what God will vouchſafe to Do; For it 


there went no more to Salvation, than the Sprink-s 
-, | | ling 
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ling of a little Water, what a Gap were there 0- 
pen*d to all ſorts of Carnal Appertites, and Licenſe ? 
When men had ſpent their lives, and their ſtrength 
in Wickednels, till they could finno longer, two or 
three drops of Water would ſet all Right again. 


Now if the ſame Rule holds in your Profeſion,and T his 


Baptiſm, it would make well for the Security of the 
Wicked, it they might Live to Satzx and Die to 
Chriſt. Th, Nay,if a man may ſpeak what he hears, 
of the Seraphique Myſtery ; the pAnY of a Fraxciſ- 


can 1s more Efficacionus than his Baptiſm, Ph. What 


1s't yeſay? Th. Only our Sins are waſh'd away in 
Baptiſm , but the Soul, tho? it be purg'd, is leit na- 
ked: But he that is inveſted with Thy Profeſſion, is 
preſently endow'd with the Merits and Sandimony 
of the whole Order, as being Grafted into the Body of 
the moſt Foly Sodality. Ph. And what do ye think 
of him that is by Baptiſm ingrafted into the Bogy of 
Chriſt ? Is he never the better ; neither for the Head; 
nor for the Body ? Th. Hes Nothing at all the better 
for this Seraphique Body ; unleſs he entitle himlelf to 
it by ſome ſpecial Bounty, or Favour, Ph, Fromwhat 
Angel, 1 beſzech ye, had they this Revelation? Th. 
From what Angel, do ye ſay? Why S: Francis had 
This, and a great deal more, Face to face, from 
Chriſt himſelf. Ph. Now as thou haſt any kindneſs 
for me inthe World, tell me, for the Love of God, 
what were Thole Diſcourſes? Th. Alas ! thoſe Holy 
and Profound Secrets are not for Profane Ears. Ph, 
Why Profane, Ipre*thee? For I have exper been a 
Friend to this Seraphique Order, as much as to any 
other. Th. But for all That, you give ?*em ſhrewd 
Wipes ſometimes. Ph. That's a ſign of Love, Theo- 
Hmus ; Thegreat Enemies of the Order are the Pro- 
feſſors of 1t Themſelves, that by Il! Lives bring a Scan- 
dal upon the Habit, And That man does not love 
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it, that is not offended with the Corruptors of it. 
Th. But Pm afraid St Francis will take it HL if T ſhould 
blab any of his Secrets. Ph. And why ſhould ye fear 
T hat from ſo Innocent a Perſon? 7h. Well, well ! 
But what if I ſhould looſe my Eyes, or run Mad ups 
on't? AsIam told many have doxe, only for denying 


the Print of the Five Wounds, Ph. Why then the 


Saints are worſe natur'd in Heaven, than they were 
upon Earth, We are told that Sz Francis was of 1o 


meek a Diſpoſition, that when the Boys in the ſtreets 


would be playing the Rogues with his Cowl, as It 
hung down at his Back, and throwing Mzk, Cheeſe, 
Dirt, Stones at it, the Saint walkt on Cheerfwll, and 
Pleaſant without any Concern at all, And ſhall we 
believe him Now then to be Cholerique, and Revenge- 
Full? Oneof his Companions once calPd him Thief, 
Sacrilegious, a Murtherer, an Inceſtuous Sot,and all the 
Villeins 1n the world, His Reply wasonly, that he 
gave him thanks, and confeſs?d himſelf Guilty. But 
one of the Company wondering at ſuch an Acknow- 
ledgment; I had done worle than all this, ſays Sz 
Francis, if Gods Grace had not Reſtrained me. 
How come St Francis now then to be Vindiftive ? Th. 
So it 1s ;, for tho? the Saints will bear any thing upon 


Earth, they*ltaxe no Afﬀronts in Heaven, Was ever 


any man Gentler than Corxelins , Milder than Antho- 
uy, Or more Patient than Fohn the Baptiſt, when they 
Itv*d upon Earth ? but now they are in Heaven, if 
we do not worſhip them as we ought, what Diſeaſes 
do they ſend among us? Ph, For my own Part, I am 
of Opinion, thatthey rather Cre our Diſeaſes thait 
Cauſe them. But however, aſſure your ſelf that 
what ye ſay to me 1s ſpoken to a man that's neither 
Profane, nora Blab, Th, Goto then. Iw!:ll tell ye 
in Confidence, what I kave heard as to this Matter : 
Be it ſpoken without offence to 5s Francis, or the 

Soctetyy' 
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Suciety. * St Paul, ye know, was indu'd with a Pro 
found and Hidden Wiſdom ; which he never publiſhÞ'd ; 
but only whiſper?d it in Private to thoſe Chriſtians that 
were perfected, So have thele Serappiques Certain 
Myſteries alſo, that they do not make Common ;, but 
only communicate them in private, to Rich Widows, 
and other Choice, and Godly People, that are well- 
willers to the Society. Ph, How do I long for the 
Opening of this Holy Revelation! Th, It was at Firlt, 
foretold by the Lord to the Seraphique Patriarch, that 
the more the Society cncreaſed, the more Proviſion 
he would make for them. Ph. Sothat at Firſt daſh 
here's That Complaint an{wer?d, that their Growing 
lo Numerous, isa Grievance of the People. Th. And 
then he revealed This further too; that upon his 
Anniverſary Feſtival, allthe Souls of That Fraternity, 
and not only Thoſe that were of the Clothiag, but 
the Soxls of their Friends alſo, ſhould be deliver'd 
from the Fire of Purgatory. Ph. But was Chriſt {0 


familiar with St Francis? Th, He was as Free with 


him, as one Friend or Companion 1s With another. As 
God the Father in former times, Communed with 
Moſes. Moſes receiy*d the Law Firſt, from God him- 


ſelf, and then geliver'd it to the Perple. Onr Savi- 


our pnbliſhed the Goſpel, and St Francis had tws Copies 
of His Peculiar Law under the Hands of an Angel ; 
which he deliver*d to That Serapbique Fraternity, Ph, 
Now dol look for a Third Revelation. Th, That fa- 
mous Patriarch, fearing now, that when the Good 
Seed was ſown.,the Enemy ſhould come,while men ſlept,and 


Jowing Tares among the IWheat, they ſhould both be plackt 


up together. St Francis was eas'd of Thzs ſcruple, by 
a Promiſe from the Lord, that he would take Care 
that this Tribe of Half-hodd and Rope-girt people 
ſhould never fail, fo long as the World endur?*d.Ph. 


Why what a Mercifull Providence was This now ? 
for 
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for God would have had no Church elſe. But Pro- 
ceed, Th. It was ReveaPd, inthe Fourth place; that 
no Lewd Liver could long perſevere in That Order. 
Ph. But it 1s not taken for a Defe&iou from the Or- 
der, if a man live Wickedly? Th. No no more 
Than it 1s for Rexouncing of Chriſt ; tho* in ſome Re- 
tpe&t; it may be ſotaken, when a man denies in his 
Aftions, what he profeſſes In his Words, But who- 
loever caſts off ths Holy Habit, that man 1s Irrecover- 
ably loſt to the Society. Ph. What ſhall we ſay then 
of ſo many Convents, that hoard up Money, Drink, 
Play, Whore, Keep thelr Concubines Publiquely, and 
more than Ple ſpeak of ? 7h. Thoſe People neither 
wear St Francis Gown, nor his Girdle,, And when 
they come to Knock at the Door, the Anſwer will 
be, I know ye not; for ye have not on the Wedding- 
Garment. Ph, Is there any more ? Th, Why ye have 
heard Nothing yet. The Fifth Revelation was T his: 
Thatthe Enemies of this Seraphique Order ( as they 
have but too many, the more”s the Pitty ) ſhould ne- 
ver arrive at half the age that God had otherwiſe 
appointed them, without making away themſelves ; 
but that they ſhould all die miſerable, before their 
Times. Ph. Oh! we have ſeen many Inſtances of 
This as in the Cardinal Matthews, who had a very 
1ll opinion of this Society, and ſpake as hardly of them ; 
he was taken away, as I remember, before he was 
Fifty years of age. Th. Tis very True; but then he 
was an Enemy to the Cherzbique Order, as well as to 
the Seraphique ; for he was the Cauſe they ſay, of 
burning the four Dominicans at Berne ; when the 
matter might otherwiſe have been. Compounded with 
the Pope, for a Summ of Money. Ph. But theſe Do- 
minicans, they ſay, had ſet up moſt Horrible Opi- 
nions, which they Ilabour?d to ſupport by falſe Vi/- 
#1:,and Airacles;as that the Bleſſed Virgin was 
WO wit 
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with Original Sin nay that St Francis Prints of the 
ive Wonnds were Counterfeited : They gave out that 
.Catharir”s were more Anthentique.But the PerfeAe(F 
of all, they promiſed to a Layich, Proſeclize they had 
go twhorm they made uſe of for This Action; abu- 
ng the Lords Body in the Government of this Impo- 
is even with Clabbs, and with Poyſou. And they 
fay further, that this was not the Contrivance of One 
Monaſtery atone, but of the Principals of the Whole 
Order. "Th, Letit be which way it will, that divine 
Caution holds good However, Touch not mine An- 
vinted; Ph.1sthere any thing more to Come ? Th, Ys, 
ſhall have the Sixth Apocalyps, wherein the Lord 
nd himfelf by an Oath to Se Francis, that all the 
Favonrers of This Seraphique Order, let them live 
never ſd w:ckedly, ſhould find Mercy in the Conclyſioty 
and end their days in peace. Pb, Why what if they 
ſhould be taken away in the aCt of Adultery? Th. That 
which the Lord hath promiſed, he will Certainly 
make godd. Ph. But what muſt a man do, toentitle 
himſelf roa Right of being call'd Their F riend? Th. 
What? Do ye queſtion That? He that preſexts them, 
he that Clothes them, he that makes the Pot Boy; That 
man gives Evidences of his Love, Ph. But does not 
he love.,that Teaches,or Admoniſhes them ? Th.That*s 
water into the Sea; they have a great deal of ThisaC 
home: Anditis their Profeſſion to beſtow it upon 
Others, not to receive 1t from them, Ph. Our Saviour 
promiled more, I perceive, to St Francis*s Diſct _ 
thanever he did to his Own. He takes That as done 
unto himſelf, which for his ſake one Chriſtian does 
to Another ; But I do not find where he promiſes 
Eternal Salvation to Unrepenting Sinners, Th, That's 
no wonder, my Friend, for the Tranſcendent Power 
of che Goſpel is is reſeryd to This Order. But ye ſhall 


now hear the Seventh, and " Revelation, Pb. _—_ 
2VC 
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haveit then, Th. Our Saviour {ware further, to Ss 
Francis, that no man ſhould ever make an Ill eud, that 
dy'd in a Fraxciſcaa's habit, Ph. But what 1s it that 
you callan JU exd? Th, When the Soul goes directly 
out of the Body, into Hell; from whence there is no 
Redemption. Ph, So that the Habit does not. free a 
ran from Purgatory. Th. No ; notunleſs he diesup- 
on St Francis's day, But is it not a great matter,do 
ye think, to be ſecur'd from Hell? Ph. The oreateſt 
of all, no doubt. But what becomes of Thoſe that 
are put into the Habit when they are Dead already? 
for They cannot be ſaid to die in't. Th. If they "© 
fire it in their Life-time,the Will is taken for the Deed. 
Ph. But I remember once in Antwerp, I was in the 
Chamber with ſome Relations of a Woman that v7as 
_ juſt grving up the Ghoſt. There was a Franciſcan 
by, ( a very Reverend man) who obſerving the Wo- 
man to Yauwn, and juſt upon her laſt Stretch, he put 
ane of her Arms into his S/zeve, and fo recover'd That 
Arm, and part of the Shoulder. There was a diſpute 
rais*d upon't,)whether the whole Body ſhould be ſafe 
for't, or only That part which he = HG] Th, 
There i 15nO ts ,but the whole Woman was ſecur'd ; 
as the 1/ ater upon the Forebead of 2 Child makes the 
»hole Child 2 Chriſtian. Ph, ?T1sa ſtrange thing, the 
_ dread that the Devils have of This Habit. Th. Oh! 
_ They dread 1t more than the ſign of the Croſs, When 
the Body of Euſebius was carry'd to the Grave, there 
were Swarms of Black Nevils In the Azr, -as thick as 
Flies ;, that would be buzzing about the Body, and 
firiking at it, but yet durſt not touch it; I ſaw This 
my felt, and ſo did many others. Ph, But methinks 
his face, his hands, and his Feet ſhould have been in 
Danger, becauſe (ye know ) They were Naked. Th. 
A Sr '2 will not come near the ſhadow of an Aſp, let 
't f} pread never {0 far : Northe Devil, within ſmell of 
That 
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That Holy Garment ;, "tis a kind of Poiſun to them. Ph. 
But donot Theſe Bodies putrifie? For it they do, the 
Worms have more Courage than the Devils Th.,What 
you ſay.,is not Improbable. Ph.How Happy is the very 
Lowſe, that takes up his abode in that Holy Garment ! 


- But while the Robe is going to the Grave, what is it 


that Protects the Soul? Th. The Soul carries away 
withit the Tyfluence of the Garment, which preſerves 
it to ſuch a degree, that many people will not allow 
any of That Order to go ſomuch as into Purgatory. 
Ph, If This be True; I would not give This part of 
the Revelation, for the Aporalyps of St Fohn: For 
here's an Eafie, and a ready way cut out, without 
Labour, Trouble,or Repentance; to Live Merrily in This 
world, and ſecure our ſelves of Heaven Hereafter. Th. 
And ſoit is. Ph. So that My wonder is over, at 
the great Eſteem that is paid by the World to this 
Seraphique Order. ButI amin great Admiration on the 
Other fide, that any man ſhould dare to open his 
his Mouth againſt them. Th. You may obſerve where- 
ever ye {ce them, that they are men given Over to a 
Reprobate ſenſe,and blinded in their Wickedneſs, Ph, 
[ſhall be Wiſer for the future than have been ; and 
take Care to Die in a Franciſcan Habit, But there 
are ſome in This Age that will have Mankind to be 
juſtif'd only by Faith, without the Help of Good 
I/orks: But what a Privilege 1s it, tobe fav'd by a 
Garment, without Faith? Th. Nay, not too falt, Phi- 


tecow. Itisnot faid, Simply without. Faith ;, but 18 1s 


ſiffcient for us to Belzeve, that the thingsI have now 
told ye were promiſed by our Saviour to the Patriarch 
of the Order. Ph. But will This Garment fave a Turk 
too? Th, It would fave Lucifer himſelf; if he had the 
Patience to put it on, and could but believe This Reve- 
lation. Ph. Well, thou haſt won me for ever. But 


there's a Scruple or two yet, that I would fain have 
$3 Clear'd, 
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Clear?d. Th. Say then. Ph. Ihave beentold that Sp 
Francis's Order is of Evangelical Inſtitution. Th. True. 
Tb. Now Ikad thought that all Chriſtians had pro- 
feſs'd the Rule of the Goſpell, But ifthe F LAs ob 
be a Geſpel-Order, it looks as "If all Chriſtians were 
bound to be F ranciſcans ; and C briſt with his Apoſtles, 
and the Vir gin Mother at the Head of them. Th. It 
 wouldbeſo indeed; but that S# Francis(ye muſt know) 
has added ſeveral things to the Goſpel. Ph. What are 
thoſe ? Th. An Afp-colour'd Garment, a Hempen Gir- 
dle, naked Feet. Ph, And by thoſe Marques we may 
know 2 an Evaugelical C brian from 2 Franciſcan. Th. 
But they differ 200, upon the Point of Touching many. 
Ph, Bur lam told that St Francis forbids the Recei-- 
ving of it, not the Touching of it. Byt the Owner, 
the Profior, Creditor, the Heir, ora Proxy,does com- 
monly Receive it: and tho? he draws it over 1N his! 
Glove, fo that he does not Toxch it, he does yet Re- 
ceivelt, Now I would fain know whence this Inter- 
pretaizon Came, that not Receiving ſhould be expound- 
ed to be xot Taxching ? Th. This was the Interpreta- 
tion Of Pope Bu: die. Ph. Not, as a Pope; but only ® 
as a Franciſcan. And again, the ftrifteſt of the Order, 
d>they nor take Money ina Clout, when 1t is given 
them, in all their Pilgrimages ? Th. In a caſe of Ne- 
cefity, they do. Ph. But a man would rathe die, than 
Violate 10 e; 'b2r-Evangelical a Rule: And then do they 
not reteive money every where by their Officers ? Th, 
Yes, that they do ; Thouſunds and Thouſands many 
| LT; and why not ? Ph.But the Rule ſays,that they 
1ſt not Receive Monzy, either by Themſelves, or by 
9h. rr, Th, Well, but they don't Toxch 1t. Ph. Ridt- 
BUDS * ! if t; ne Tourh it ſelf be Impious, they Towch 1t; 
by. 0:bers. 1h.But That's the Act and Nced of their 
Pelaors Ot their own, Ph. Is itnot ſo? Let him 
tp ICU Gt as @ ; mind to't, 16.

Suppdle it, It 1s yet pro- 
td that when he was a Youth, he might buy Qi] 
and Vineger, and Sallads for his F ather : But Petey 
and Paul, beyond all Cantroverſie, Toucb'd Moxey. 
The Virtue conſiſts in the Contempt of Money, and not 
un the Not Touching of it ; Thereis much more Dan- 
ger, Pleaſlure ye, in touching of Wine, than of 
Money. And whyare ye not as ſcrupulous in This 
Caſe, as inthe Other 2 Th. Becauſe Sz Fraxcis did not 
forbid it. Ph. They can frankly enough offer their 
hands, (which they keep fair, ond ſofp,with Care, and 
Idleneſs) to a pretty Wench ,, But if there be ally Towch- 
ing of Money inthe Caſe, ble me ! how they ſtart, 
and Croſs themſelves as if they had ſeen the Devil 3 ? 
And is not This an Evangelical Nicety 2 I cannot be. 
eve that St Francis ( tho? never ſollliterate) could 
be ſo ſilly, as abſolutely to interdift all Touching of 
Money whatſoever; Or if That were his Opinion, to 
Dow greata Danger did he expoſe all his Followers, 
in commanding them to go Bare-foot? For money might 
lie upon the Ground, and They Tread upon It at Un- 
awares, Th. But they do not Toxch It with their 
Fingers, Ph, As if the Senſe of Touching were not 
Common to the whole Body. Th. Butincaſe any ſuch 
thing ſhould fall out, they dare not Officiate after it, 
till they have been at Confeſion. Ph. ?Tis Conſcien- 
ciouſly done, Th. But Cavilling apart; Ple tell ye 
plainly how it is, Money ever was, and ever will be, 
an Occaſion to the World of Great Evils. Ph.” Tis con- 
felt. But then it is an Enablement of as much good to 
ſome as Ill to Others. The Inordinate Love of a—_ 4 
find to be condemn'd, but not the Money it ſelf. Th. 
You ſay well.But to keep us the further from an _ 
ricious Defre of Moxey, we are forbidden the very 
Touching of it : As the Goſpel forbids Sevearing at all, 
fo keep us from Perjury, Ph, Arewe forbidden the ff whe

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of Money? Th. No we are not ; for it is eaker to 
Gavern our Hands, than our Eyes, Ph. And yet 
Death it felf enter*d into the World, at Thoſe Win- 
&ows. Th. And therefore your true Franciſcan draws 
his Cowl over his Eye-brows, and walks with his Eyes 
 cover*d, and ſointent upon the Ground, that he ſees 
#othing but his way : As we do our Waggon-horſes,that 
have a Leatheron Each ſide of their Heads to keep 
_ them from ſeeing any thing but. what% at their Feet. 
Ph. But tell menow ; are they forbidden by their Or- 
der, to receive any Indulgences from the Pope? Th. 
Theyare ſo. Ph. And yetl am inform'd that no men 
living have more ; inſomuch that they are allow'd ei- 
ther to Poyſon,or to Bury alive,ſuch as they themſelves 
have Condemy' d,without any danger of being call'd to 
accountfor*r, Th. There is ſomething I muſt confeſs 
In the ſtory; for Iwastold once by a Palanger, (and 
a man of Credit too) that he was got drunk, and faſt 
aſleep in the Franciſcans Church,in the Corner where 
the Women ſitto make their Confeſſions ; Upon the 
hnging of their uſual No@wrns he awak'd, but durſt 
rot diſcover kimfelf, And when the Office was over, 
the whole Fraternity went down into a place, where 
there was alarge, deep grave ready made ; and there 
ſ-ood two young men, with their hands ty*d behind 
them: They had a Sermon there, 1n praiſe of Obedi- 
ezce; anda promiſe of Gods Pardon for all their fins; 
and not without ſome hope of Mercy from the Bro- 
z-:rbood, upon condition, that they ſhould voluntarily 
zo down into the Pit, and lay themſelves upon their 
Bzcks there. So ſoon as they were down, the Ladders 
were drawnup, and the Earth preſently thrown up- 
on them by the Brethrea, where they bury*'d them 
alive. P45. But did the PoJander ſay nothing all this 
vihile ? Th, Not one ſyllable; for fear he himſelf

that this man bad been Bury*d alive 2 Ph. It may be it had- 
But theſe Niceties apart : How comes 1t that when their 
Principal has order'd them to go barefogt, they go now 
commonly balf-ſhod? Th, This InjunQtion was moderated, 
for two Reaſons. The One tor fear they ſhould tread up- 
on Money at Unawares: The Other, for fcar they ſhould 
catch cold, or take any harm by Thorns, Snakes, ſharp 
Stones, and the like : For theſe people are fain to beat it 
upon the Hoof, all the world over. But however, for the 
Dignity of the InjunZ:on, the Rule is ſav'd by a Synecde= 
che : For ye may ſee Pars of the Foot, naked through the 
Sboe, which, by That figure ſtands for the Whole, Pb. 
T hey value themſclves much upon their Profeſſion of E- 
vangelical Perfeftion, which ( they ſay ) conſiſts in Goſpei 
Precepts: But about thoſe Precepts, the Learned them- 
ſelves are in a manner at Daggers-drawing. Now among 
thoſe Goſpel Precepts, which do you reckon to be the mott 
Perfe& ? Th, That of the Fifth of St Matthew, where ye 
have This Paſſage. Love your Enemies, Do good to them 
that Hate, and Pray for them that Perſecute and Rewile ye. 
that ye may be the Children of your Father which # in Hea- 
wen, who maketh bis Sun to ſhine upon the Good, and upon 
the Evil, and ſendeth Rain upon the Fuſft and upon the'On- 
juftl. Therefere be ye Perfel, as your Heavenly Father 
FerfeS. Fb. That's well ſaid. But then our Heavenly 
Fathey 1s Ricb, and Munificent to all People ; Asking no- 
thing of Any wan. Th. And Theſe, our Earthly Fathers, 
are Buuntszfull too 4 but it is of Spiritual Things, as of 
Prayers, and Geod FVorks, of which they kave cnaugh for 
themſelves, and to ſpare. Ph, I would we had more Ex- 
amples among them, of That Evangelical. Charity, that 
returns Bleſſings for Curfengs, and Good for Evil, What 1s 
the meaning of That Celebrated ſaying of Pope Alexan- 
der, Therc's leſs danger un affron ting the moſt power full Prince 
or Emperor, than a fangle Franciſcan or Domnican, Th. It 
1> Lawtull ro vindicate the Honour of the Orders and what? 
one to the /zaf? ot them, 1s done to the whole Order, Ph, 


And 
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And why not t'other way rather ? The Good that 1s done te 
Onc, Extends to all. And why'thall not an Injury to One 
Chriftian,as well engage all Chriſtendom in a Revenge ? Why 
did not St Paul, when he was beaten, and floned, call for 
ſaccour againſt the Enemies of his Apoftolieal Charaftor? Now 
if, according to the ſaying of our Savw0wr, it be betrer to 
G7ve, then to Receive; certainly he that lives and teaches 
welt, and gives our of his 00 to thoſe that wan, igantuch 
Perfefes, than he that is only upon the Recerving hand: Or 
elſe St Pauls Boaſt of Preaching the Goſpel Gratis, is Vain, 
and 14/c. It ſeems to me, to be the beff Proof of an Evan- 
gelical Dyſpefitton, tor a man not to be mov'd with thali+ 
cious Reproaches,and to preferve a Chriftian Charity,cven 
for thoſe that leaſt deſetve itt. What does-ir frgnific; for 
a man to Relinquith fomething of his Own, and then to live - 
berrer upon atorher bodies; if when he has lafd down his 
«Avarice, he ftill reſerves to himſelf a Defire of Revenge ? * 
The world isfull every where of Fhis Half-ſhod ſort of 
People, with thebr Hempen Girdles ; but there's not one of 
a Thoufand of them, tliat lives according to the Precepts 
of -our Sager, and the Praffice of his Apoſtles. 1h.T am 
no ftranger ro the Falcs that paſs in the world for Cagrrenr, 
among the Wicked, concerning That fort of People 3 Bur 

for my own Part, wherever I fee the Sacred Habri,I reckon 

_ tny felf in the prefence 6f the «Angels of Gvd';, and That ro 
be-the Happieft Houſe, where the Threfſh9o1d is moſt worn by 
the Fcet of Thefe men; Ph. And F am of Option toogthar 
women are mno place'fo Fruitfwl,. as'where Theſe Holy men 
have moſt todo. 5: Francs forgive me, Theotsmus, for my 
great Miſtakes ; but really I took Therr Garment to be no 
more than my. 0wn.;. not on Jote Better; than the Habit of 
a Skipper, or a Shoematex 3 ſetting afide the Holinefs of the 
Perſon that wears it: As the Touch 6f our Saviotiys Garment, 
we ſee cur*d the Woman of her Bloody Iſſue : And then I 
could.not fatisfte my ſelf, ſuppoſing ſuch Virtue in a Gar- 
ment, whether Iwas to'thank the Weaver, or the Taylor for 
ir.
